March 5 when two men, Andrew

Policy Scenarios 

The NATO policy could unravel 
in several ways.

"Public discontent could revive 
toe questitm of a sea-based sys- 
tem," said Dick Toomstra, secre- 
tary-general of toe Socialist Con- 
fedmdon of the European Com- 
munity. European govenunenis 
can argue, he said, that "toe strate- 
gic and international environment 
in which toe NATO decisioD was 
taken has changed considerably: 
not only has the United States re- 
duced its conuniunent to arms 
conirof, but it is also planning sub- 
stantial Inwrovements to its strate- 
gic forces.*^ 

NATO officials do not even 
want to discuss reopening the mis- 
sile debate for fear (hat new aego- 
tiatioos would delay and peih^s 
unravel the December, 1979, ded- 
sioQ. This decision was viewed by 
many NATO governments as 
proof that the alliance has recov- 
ered its unity after the neutron 
bomb fiasco toe preceding year, 
when President Jimmy uner 
pressured N.ATO countries into 
accepting toe bomb and then with- 
drew the plan. 

But the chance to re-examine the 
rote of ttoctear defense would be 
welcomed by toe Socialist parties 
in Betoum, Denmark and the 
Netherlands, who have formed 
their own "small (xiuntries" group 
for this purpose. 

A founder of the group, Dutch 
parliamentarian KJaas G. de Vries, 
rqxmed to toe North Atlantic As- 
sembly last year: *^e alliane^ 
and Europeans in particular, 
should take toe opportunity to 
reassess whether nuc^ we^ns 
based in Europe are essential to 
NATO's defense." If th^ are not, 
Mr. de Vries said, NATO goveni- 
ments should acamlne what con- 
ventional means or otoer alterna- 
tive defense system can be found 
to ensure deterrence. 

Many Eunqreas analysts believe

So did the General Accounting OfHce, Con- 
gress’s investigative arm. 

*nie Anny bad percent difficulties with the 
Sheridan gun's convenUonai ammunition. Also, in 
1^8, the Army died “low system rdiability of the 
M^51 which resulted in stj^uficant user ftroopj 
dissatisfaction” as wdl as the high cost of 
overhauling the machine among its reasons for 
deciding to phase out the Sbericlao. 

The Army reports that only 127 Sheridans are 
left in a rqgt^ ocxnbat unit, the 82d Airbome 
Division. It is the only armored vehicle Ughi 
nough (16 tons) to be air-dropped. Army om- 
eials said. An M-60 main battle i«nir wdghs about 
55 tons. 

Thirteen Sheridans are scattered among Na- 
tional Guard units, and 330 of them have survived 
to play the role of Soviet “aggressor vehides” in 
U.S. Army maneuvers.

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Death of Bobby Sands 


Bobby Sands' sad life is over at 27. To 
some he is a ma^ who died clutching a 
crucifix and fighting for freedom. To others 
he was a criminal who killed hixnsdf and 
whose death will be responsible for still more 
murder and misery. He will probably long be 
remembered by Ulster Roman Cathdics as 
the former and by Northos Ireland's Protes- 
tants as the latter. Whether he is remembered 
at all by the rest of the world will depend on 
the eventual outcome of this final stage of 
the Irish troubles. If the six counties d the 
north are merged mth the Irish Republic, 
which could h^ipen one day, or if th^ are 
granted some sort of status within a ^tish 
framework that satisHes Catholic aspirations, 
his name will be included on the honor role 
of heroes and martyrs ranging from those 
who fought at the Boyne in 1690 to those 
who died at the Dublin Post Office in the 
Easter Uprising of 1916. But if Ulster's 
500,000 Catholics continue to be frustrated 
in their painful quest for equality, Mr. Sands 
will be forgotten. 

It isn't necessary to torture logic to unda- 
stand at the time why Mr. Sands did 
what he did and why British Prime Minister 
Margaret Thatcher refused to give in to his 
demands for special political status for Irish 
Republican Army prisoners convicted of 
common crimes. Mr. Sands' ultimate goal 
had nothii^ to do with the kind of clothing 
IRA men wore in prison, or who drew up 
their work schedule. He was trying to focus 
attention on the continuing fi^t by Ulster 
Catholics for full economic, sodal, political 
and reli^ous equality and perhaps to get Bel- 
fast out from under the Ifantisb crown. Mis. 
Thatcher is also in favor of full equality for 
Catholics in Northern IrelantL But as head of 
the British government, under whose authori- 


ty Northern Ireland still falls, she is responsi- 
ble for enforcing the law equally for all, 
whether th^ are Ulster Catholics, Welsh or 
S co tti sh nationalists or just plain thieves. 

Mr. spent one-third of life in 

prison for crimes committed for the IRA, w 
iiiftg fll terrorist organization. He did not kill, 
but he surely contributed to killing. That 
kind of terrorism has been involved in the 
making of countries in the past and undoubt- 
edly will be in the future. And when it is, the 
terrorists are usually renam^ patriots. That 
undoubtedly was the context in whidi Mr. 
Sands belie^^ be was functioning. But the 
prime minister operate in another contesrt. 
She is also responsible forthe public welfare, 
for maintaining order and foT preserving the 
state. If she had given in to Mr. Sands it 
would have implied a form of recognition of 
the IRA, an intolerable situation for a gov- 
ernment that is under daity violent attack by 
its members. 

Mr. Sands had to deal with Mrs. Thatcher 
and as a result, he is dead. But Mrs. Thatcher • 
win have to deal with others like Bobby 
Sands. The people of Fermsinagh and South 
Tyrone elected him to Parliament. When a 
new election is held, his successor may also 
come from the ranks of IRA prisoners. There 
are now three other Irish nationalist prison- 
ers at various stages of hunger strikes in Bel- 
fast’s Maze PrisoiL If a solution isn’t found, 
death and misery will continue. Perhaps Brit- 
ain’s most accomplished d4>lomat, Lord 
Carrington, who was so biQliant in devising 
the Zimbabwe settlement, should lower his 
gaze from the Middle East, the current focus 
of his attention, and cast it closer to home. 
All the talent available in Britain is needed to 
end Ulster's troubles.

Now the Budget Voting 


If ail goes according to plan, the House will 
start voting this week on the flrst budget res- 
olution for the coming fiscal year. Adoption 
of the administration's budget, represented 
in the House by the amendment to offered 
by Rep. PhD G ramm and R^. Delbert Lat- 
ta, would be a major symbolic victory for the 
president over the D^ocratic lead^hip of 
the House. WbDe the first budget resolution 
is not a definitive settlement, ±e agreement 
will set the terms for the battles that wDl be 
fou^t throughout the next months in the au- 
thorization and appropriation committees 
and, again, in the budget committees when 
the second budget resolution is considered 
next fall. 

In an important sense, the administration 
has already carried the day for its policy of 
social spending restraint When you calculate 
what the Democratic alternative drafted by 
the House Budget Committee and the 
Gramm-Latta proposals wDl cost, the aaual 
difference in total spending, even projected 
over three years, amounts to a relative drop 
in the bucket And it is also true that the 
budget cuts being coosideii^ — about $37 
billion under Grsunm-Latta — are small in 
gross economic terms. ThQr represent about 
5 percent of the total budget and only a tittle 
more than 1 percent of next yeai^s gross na- 
tional product The defense budget is no 


longer a real issue between the two parties, 
and the federal deficit will not be determined 
until the fate of the administration’s tax-cut 
proposals is decided — a matter still very 
much at issue. 

The air of sham battle that all tins may 
sug g est to some, however, is misleading. 
Much more than symbolism is at stake. For 
whDe the budget cuts are not large in ab- 
stract economic terms, they are very large 
when measured against the needs of some of 
the areas and people most likely to be affect- 
ed. The miyor items of federal expense — 
defen^ basic Soda] Security retirement and 
disability benefits. Medicare and veteran's 
benefits — have been put off-limits by the 
administration. Interest on the federal debt 
must be paid. This leaves less than a thud of 
the budget to absorb the full impact of the 
proposed cuts. 

The Democratic leadership of the House 
has assodated itsdf mth an expenditure level 
that wiU require budgetary di^pline about 
equal to that proposed by adininistration. 
It has, however, preserved in the terms of its 
budget resolution a measure of flexibility 
that can be of great importance to Congress 
and the administration in the coming months 
as th^ dedde how best to distribute the bur- 
den of sacrifice.

The Vietnam Generation 


It was six years ago this week that Saigon 
fell, an event that finally put an end to Unit- 
■ed States involvement in the Vietnam War. 
The anniversary merited some attention in 
the media, and perhaps by coinddence, two 
new books appeared in which veterans of the 
fitting recall, in searing words and images, 
their war experiences. 

For those who protested and those who 
went — and if you were the right age during 
the late 1960s, you were likely to be one or 
the other — the subject of the war still 
arouses strong feelings. Sorting ours out, we 
wind up focusing on a teen-ager we know 
who was bom shortly before the 1968 Tet 
offensive. 

When U.S. involvement ended, she was 
only 7, too young to be aware of much. Now 
she is old enough to be aware of plenty, how- 
ever, and to make her opinions clear. She 
wants to join the Army, she says, or perhaps 
the Marines. On televirion, riie points out, it 
is said that the .Army will hdp to pay for 
college. Her friends at school don't know 
why we didn’t bomb the daylights out of Iran 
when they took our people hostage. Ihe 
peace movement was something their par- 
ents, older people, did. It’s not for them. 

In fact, they find it hard to picture those 
parents evading the draft, marching on 
Washington, going limp before the police. 
They seem intrigued by tales of the napalm 
and body-count war, the war of drugs and 
rock-and-roU. When our teenager heard 


about the vivid battle scenes in ** Apocalypse 
Now,” she pleaded to go, but her parents 
wouldn't take her, afraid to let her enjoy it 
for the wrong reasons. 

They feel suddenly, as if someone has tak- 
en the generation gap and turned it over like 
an hourglass. The accumulation of awareness 
and passion once powerful enough to alter a 
nation's life now trickles only riowly do^n 
upon a new generation with a (Curbing in- 
terest in violence. 


Mark Baker, who compDed >fietnam veter- 
ans' stories for his book, ”Nam.” points out 
that it was during the war years that slang 
meanings proliferated for the word ‘Vasted.” 
It could refer to exhaustion, drug experience, 
death. Now the veterans of the fighting won- 
der if it should refer to them as a generation, 
and the veterans of the peace marches, eye- 
ing the mcUnations of the young pec^le who 
never experienced Vietnam, may wonder the 
same thing. 


Perhaps, though, sudi a conclusion is far 
too har^ There may be no way to bridge a 
true generation g^; but it should not matter 
so long as each generation carries its wisdom 
welL ^tory moves forward when the pain- 
fully earned insight of youth informs the use 
of power later on. Let today’s young people 
look curiously at images war. Let today's 
parents do what they can to keep them from 
becoming real.

Italian OBricnhim 


At the American School of Mi- 
lan, the number of students 
who hold U.S. pasq>orts has 
dropped by 20 to 25 a year recent- 
ly, the enrollment is now 40 per- 
cent Americans. 40 percent Ital- 
ians and 20 percent students of 
other countries. While retaining its 
American idmtity. ASM is bong 
restructured for its diangiag stu- 
dent bbdy. 

'Ihis fall, ASM will decide 
whether to offer the Intern^onal 


‘*We’re stud^ng the Italian na- 
tional curriculum,** said Jo^h 
Kennedy, the headmaster d ASM, 
‘‘looking for ways to prepare our 
fifth and wg hth-grade It^an stu- 
dents fot their own national exams 
at th(^ years." Does this mean 
that evennu^y classes will be 
taug ht in Italian, by Italian teach- 
erS? “It's possible — a few,** Mr. 
Kennedy said, *^t overall om 
cuniculiun will continue to be in 
EngUsh.” He added: “If our Ital- 
ian students want to go to Italian 
univeisities, can spend a year 
after gradoation preptrag for the 
entrance exams. Since students in 


the Italian Uceos [secondary 
schools] take this thirteenth year, 
our students haven't lost any 
^Qund in terms of tbOT own coun- 
11^8 system." 

The mqonty of ASM’S Italian 
students go to college in the Unit- 
ed States, however, and this inter- 
est in U.& education enhances the 
school's attractiveness. Then, too, 
Mr. Kennedy said, “Italian fami- 
lies like ‘the American method* — 
small clas^ lots d student par- 
tidpation in the classroom." 

At The American Schoot- In 
Switzerland, Emmanuela Foglia, a 
senior, said, **This school has more 
stabOi^ thiu Italian sdKX>ls. even 
tile private ones, where I never 
knew from one day to the next 
whether Fd have classes or there'd 
be a strike. I came to TASIS for 
that reason, and to learn En glish. 
Fm planning to |o to college in the 
States, probably m Boston." 

Five years ^o, TASIS created 
its Internationa Section, in order 
to accept applicants who are not 
ali^y fluent in English. TASIS 
offers courses in Engush a& a sec- 
ond langtiag g from the banning 
level; so does its branch in Athens, 


TASlS-HeUenic, and so do maoy 
other schoob. 

A diploma and a satisfactory 
score in the TOEFL (Test of Eng- 
lish as a - Foreign Laiffliage) are 
suffldent to get a fordgn student 
into cdl^ somewhere ,in the 
United States, but these coH^ 
prqiaratoiy schools eqiect to do 
more. CoU^ placement conse- 
tmentiy is even more complex now 
than vriien it was mostly a matter 
of finding a college fw the Ameri- 
can student living overseas. How 
does a sdiool in Europe place its 
seniors in U.S. coQ^^ Eqiedal-! 
ly. how does a student unfamiliar 
with the United States get an idea 
of where to apply?

istratUm in airing the issue. Ms. 
Wood's boss, director of admis- 
aons James Rogers, gave the 
Brown Dai^F Herad facts and fig- 
nres, noting that '^girhenever you're 
required to ghang e a deeiaoii 
based on extrinric . factors, you 
dtm't like it,” but adtfing that deci- 
rio ns were twada in as even-handed 

a mannar aS pOSSUe. 

In Brunswick, Maine, Bowdoin 
Colics admissions diiectm, 'Wi- 
liam R. Mason, said that last 
y^s flap — vidien ^licants 
were moved onto the waiting list 
— was “a crossroads for us - 7 - a 
iBwal decision that we had to live 
vritiu but not to allow agson. 
This year, we were aUe to Aind ev- 
eryone we pid^'* He admits, 
however, that in the midwinter 
evaluatious of applioriioi^ those 
needing aid “vrere read a litile less 
lympatiieticany.” 

What recomse does this leave 
the parents who need aid for what 
can oftm be a SSO,0(X), four-year 
investment? Will the fact that thQr 
ask for dose univeirity doors 
to their childrea? “A Dumber of 
parents who ex^gerated their own 
finandal fix — - trying to get a little 
Ut of a free ride — inay have 
banned thezr duldreu this year,” 
said an admissions officer, “but 
the whole experience this year may 
hasten an iocrearing priori^ to be 
geveu, within the univetsities, to fi- 
nancial aid.”

Most colleges oner an “early ao- 
tirai’* or . “my decisum” ap^ca- 
tion, vdiich, if fried by November, 
didts one of three leraonses in 
December accqjtanc^ deferral of 
dedsum until tim main April pexti 
or xg'ectioo. I^tandal aidf appfr^ 
tions are ncx dne until Febiu^ in 
most cases. Should a soperior ap- 


plicant win such an early dedskm, 
formal acceptance is still sanctified 
~ this year, at least. 

Williams College in Massachu- 
setts, one of the “little thred* 
(Wesleyan University and 
Amherst CoDege are the othenX is 
a “blind adfflisrion^ 
poti^ where financial aid is con- 
cerned for at least another year 
and setting op its own loan pro- 
gram for studrats to 'borrow up to 
$7,500 eadt at 1Z3 percent annual 
inceresL 

Although Kevin Hindi was dvK 
en no figures, he was told that his 
grants and schdarridps probably 
would not dwindle by more than S 
percent or 10 percent and perhqis 
not at alL Some Eastern colli^ 
are hedging by writing redpients 
that theu* grants vriU probably be 
witlun a certain range, but could 
come to as little as 85 pNcenl or90 
p er cen t of the lower figure. Other 
private institutions are cutti^ 
back the number of finaimial-aid 
redpients. 

Wen-endowed Cailetoa is pn^ 
t«Tig to mwiniatn for the comii^ 
academic year its remaikable 
statistic of 53 peicait of its 1,700 
students on (mancial aid, with 
awards averaging sli^tly more 
than half of estimated $8,500 . 
annual cost of attendance. C^e- 
too, whfdi works at bang “a na- 
tional cdlegB with an intematiraial 
flavoi^ de^te its isolated location 
in. NoitbBdd, Minn., offers at 
least two bonuses for overseas- 
based Americans: 

• They do not have the nsnal 
obligation of aid reemients to con- 
tribnte abewt $800 from summer- 
job earnings because “we realme 
that jobs are scarce and sranetimes 
pAmfluted for them,” accon^ to 
assodate director of admissions 
Heniy G. Vfitman. 

• The price of a plane tideet for 
an annuiU trip ho^ is often in- 
duded in the ajri padcage. 

Foreign Mtinwale were ineli^le 
for ffnaneial aid at most of the 
UB. institutions visited for tins ar- 
ticle, some of vriiich had phased it 
out for faceigaets during the 
squeezes of the 1970a But, evra 
the^ exertions are to be found: 

At Carielon, MonaTahar, a sec- 
retary from Bdiut who arrived in 
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1977, has received a wril-suba- 
dized four-year education gg 
president of the college's fntema- 
tional Club, has bm writing enti^ 
ing letters to overseas Americans 
and foreign natimals who have ex- 
pressed interest in Carietoo. After 
gradnatioo this spring, she 
move on to the State university of 
New- Yoric in Binghamton for her 
master's degree in anthropolon. 

Ms. WoM in the Brosw aomis- 
sioiis office is seeking funds at var- 
ious uisUtuiea. “Fm lookiiig for 
moD^ to finance a student from 
mainland China who is interested 
in coming to Brawn, but can take 
no more than $700 out of her na- 
tion. For the most pan, home gov- 
enuDBDts — from the Third world 
more thaw from Eun^ — are 
guite supportive of students study- 
ing in the Sutes if thqy thinlc they 
can get a rood Amenean ednea- 
tioD and vw bring thdr osenise 
back home. Thm are also Rotary 
Cub scholarships and any numb^ 
of foundations, but in the '80s the 
resourceful foteiga students will 
have to visit the conralates and in- 
formation agencies to seek them 
out. There still is the money out 
there if you can tap into the right 
resources.” 

Admissioixs trificers interviewed 
agreed that their desire for diverse 
student bodies tends to favor the 
applicant from abroad, and few 
would argue with two guidance 
eounsdOTs from American lugh 
schools in Eur^ who said that, 
all other consideratiODS being 
equal, an overseas student had a 
25-petcent better chance of ac^t- 
ance than a comparable applicant 
from a good U.S nigh sdiom. 

Several oS the fampiiw^ visited 
for this article had bi^ “discow 
ered** in late 19TO when the Euro- 
pean CouncD of International 
Schools’ annual coDqgp-univerrity 
intervieuting tour came to Vienna. 
Chief or senior admissioiis officers 
from 31 U.S. insdtnticms (the 
council requires that th^ send in- 
terviewers mth at least fiw years* 
eaqiericnce) played a wdl-ofga- 
nized circuii of U.S. and interna- 
tional schools, talking to high 
schoed students. The institutions 
inv^ved that year were as 1 am as 
New York University (11,000 un- 
derayatiiiates) and as small as the 
ooli^ of Boca Raton, Ha. (500 
students). 

Language Workshop 

One of them was Bard CdD^e 
in Annandalfr-on-Hudson, N.Y., a 
small (740 students, 10 percent of 
them “internatio^”) coeduca- 
tion^ progre ssi ve school where all 
incomi^ freshmen be i«- 
quired in August to attend a thiee- 
wedc, rix-day-e-week. dght-hour-a- 
day “wMkshop in langiagc and 
fhiolcin^' writing daily, imrion 
three nines a we^ reading thdr 
work alond and hearing it read by 
others, and being referred to a 
Syntax and Granunar Crisis Cen- 
ter cm canqius when necessara. 

This is a foundatiem-fimmad ef- 
fort to bring the dedining level oS i 
bigbr-school senior Fnglish up to !

umgue. Bard, incidentally, grants 
sophomore entry status to holders I 
of the International Baccalaureate I 
awarded through many intemar I 
tional schools and also gives IB 
courses special wei^t in choosing j 
freshmen. | 

Bard’s admissions director, : 
Karen Rfilcox, found the EOS I 
tour “a very satisfacto^ way to j 
brixm Bard to the attention of the j 
kfa^ of students we’re looking for I 
and for whom commg here won't I 
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be an enonnous atitnre shock.” 
But Roben L de Veer, her coun- 
terpart at HangisfaireCon^ — an 
innovative liboal arts sefa^ that 
shares faciliiies with other area 
cofieges — takes a “sligbtiy darker 
view” of the tour’s results, al- 
tfao^ he considers it “the best or- 
ganize most profesaonal and 
most ethical junket” in his Add, 

dOAppBeants 

As a direa result of that 1979 
tour of Western Europe. 44 EQS 
students apttiied to Haa^sfure's 
dass of 198A Thirty were accepted 
and 17 actuaSy enrolled last fall. 
(Only three were even financial 
aid. Hanqishire's student body of 
1,250 indudes about 50 foidm oft- ! 
timials, two of whom hold full tui- 
tion schoUuships from the coU^e.) 

But Mr. De Veer was dismayed 
iriieu “two ve^ hi^ily valued se- 
lections from the Amenean Sdiool 
in Londrai right out of hm 
after one semester of college'.

U.S. Art School Takes Its Palette Abroad 
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HE Mexico Erector Rene Greenwald counsdiiig a student 
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has a stuff of 2S0 and operates on 
an annual budget of $65 million, 
funded tqr 120 qionsors — more 
than 40 percent from the U.S.^ov- 
enunent and the rest from private 
foundations, universities, corpora- 
tions and iniemationa) organiza- 
tions. 

Among some of the new services 
that the institute is providing to 
U.S. univefshies is the Rioter for 
IntematioDal Service in Education, 
a conqniterized job r^jstry for 
U.S. faculty inierested in overseas 
service, and the International Fa> 
ulty Lteture Bureau, a computer- 
ized matching sendee for fcarign 
faculty in the United Slates inter- 
ested in short-tenn lecturing and 
for U.S. universities interested in 
receiving them. 

Most (rf the S,(XX) to 6,000 for- 
eien faculty members in ^ Unit- 
ed States are concentrated in 30 to 
40 colleges and universities. The 
Lectore Bureau eoa^ foraga 
professors to virit sdiools that can- 
not afford or attract (hem on a r^ 
ular ba^. So far, auwe than 300 
visiting scholars have n^tered 
with the bureau. 

TVo recent programs demon- 
strate the agents comxnitinent to 
bi^ government private indus- 
^ and fonndations together to 
uxqsrove education around the 
world: the Sc^ African Educa- 
tion Pn^ram and the Hubert H. 
Humphrey North-South Fellow- 
ships. 

Edneafionai Dfsparities 

Because of the di^pwtite in ed- 
ucational opportunnies between 
black and white South Africans, 
the institute embarked on a pro- 
gram to bring black South Afri- 
cans to study in U.S. universities.

Snock said, 
there is no indicatuxi of disapprov- 
al by the South African gpvern- 
ment 

The Hubert H. Humphrey 
North-South Fdlowship program, 
established in 1978 as a memorial 
to the former vice presideat. brings 
mid-career profesrionals from de- 
veloping countries to the United 
Sutes for a year of study and prac- 
tical work-rdated experience. 

Des|Mte the success (rf these and 
other programs, there are a num- 
ber of ch^enges. 

Among the most difficult, Ms. 
^le saui, is that U.S. educaticmal 
institutions are facii^serious fi- 
nancial difficulties. *T1ie rapidly 
escalating cost of t^er education 
coaled with the lisni of sclurfar- 
ships may mean that only elite stu- 
dents can come over,*' she said, 
noting that room, bo^ and tui- 
non at many umverrities has in- 
creased about threefold since the 
1960$ — from dose to $3,000 a 
year to about $12,000 a year. More 
than W percent of the ^,000 for- 
eign students in the Uniti^ States 
receive their financial simport 
from personal or family funds, ac- 
cording to the institute. 

These increases come at a time 
when more and more develofwg 
countries are interested in sending 
their students to the United States 
for higher education. She noted, 
however, that almost one-tbird of 
the foreign students in the United 
States are from countries in the 
Middle East that have money but 
not a devdoped ^stem of tui^er 
education. 

Another issue in the coming dec- 
ade. she said, 'will be the role that 
foreign students play in compen- 
satine for the decline in the num- 
ber of Americans enroUing in U.S. 
universities. Mr. Edgenon noted 
ihat “active recruitment of foreign 
students by inexperienced inaiitu- 
tions has Im (O a range of abuses, 
e.g. the sale of immigration forms 
overseas and the exploitation of 
foreign students to prop up a fail- 
ing institution. It is important for 
U!& higher educational institu- 
tions to carefully conrider tbar 
polides toward international edu- 
cation.”

I3ARIS — Being an art student 
JT in Paris doesn’t necessarily 
mean wearing a beret on the Race 
du Tenre in Montmartre and dab- 
bling at portraits of tourists. This 
fall, the Parsons School of Design 
is 10 (men a new undeigraduate 
course here, with the coUabiMaluxi 
of the American College of Paris. 

ft isn't the first time that the 
American an sdiool, founded in 
1896, has ventured across the At- 
lantic. Parsons’ contributiem to the 
artistic Paris-New York-Paris 
cross-fertilization was wen-known 
in the i930s and 1940s, when it ran 
a snidio for American students on 
the Place des Vosges. But that 
closed in 1959, and in the recent 
past. Parsons has contented itself 
with a series (rf summer courses 
that cov'cr fields in which Paris is 
particulariy rich: fashion, (teotog- 
ra^y and the decorative arts. 

The new program, rriicM (leiails 
still have to oe sketched in, is more 
ambitious. It offers students a dose 
of both Parsons' rigorous teatdiing 
methods and the stimulus of a new 
environment. Dean Salvadori, who 
is directing the experiment from 
Parsons in New York, explained, 
“We plan to inqxnt our ^tem 
into the context of Paris, 'raris' 
heritage and visual resources can 
only M of invaluable ccmsequence 
to the art student” 

As Janice Reiffer, who directs 
admissions, put it: '^ere is so 
much at one’s fingertips here in the 
museums and an gaJleries — and 
not only in Paris but around Eu- 
rope as well." 

‘More Stnictnreir 

Parsons* methodology, Mr. Sal- 
vadori said, is unknown in Eun^ 
where attendance is often lacka- 
daisical. spedTic assignments lack- 
ing and the snident under less 
pressure to peifonn. ‘'Our classes 
are far more structured and we in- 
sist on more time spent in class as 
well as on bomewoiic,” he said. 
“Our ^)proaeh is: Come because 
we inrist that you do, and if not, 
don't come at all.” 

The vitality of Pars(»s* work in 
the United States is undeniable, 
covering all aspjxts of the applied 
and fine arts. The sc^l extended 
its domain to California in 1979, 
when the Otis Art l^titute of Los 
Anedes. pan of the state system, 
took the unprecedented stq) of 
goiiig private. Now an associate 
Parsons campus, it makes posable 
an easy transfer frorn East to West 
ooasL 

Paris program is intended 
to provide Parsons students with 
another option. The long-teim 

P lan U for a four-year Bachdor of 
ine Arts curritailum offering ma- 
jors in fine arts, illustration and in- 
terior deri^ The first step, a first- 
year foundation course, housed in 
the American C(rf]^ and benefit- 
ing from all its fadlities, is to start 
this fall. 

Parsons dso hopes to attract

There are several good twicaily 
Spanish business schools. But the 
oietlK^ and the course content 
are different from the U.S. busi- 
ness school approach. With Spain 
on the verge oMoining the Europe 
an Economic Community and big 
busmess searching for people «*ith 
an intemadonal outloiA. the Mt- 
smi with the MBA degree ^ds 
more and more doors open to him 
in Spain. 

So much in demand are the 
young men (and very occasionally 
women) with master’s degrees that 
EESE (the Institute of Hi^er Busi- 
ness Studies), a Barcelona-based 
branch of the University of Navar- 
ra, has tumed out 657 master's de- 
grees since it start^ courses for it 
'uil964. 


lESE U the only school in Spain 
that grants the unrecognized but 
greatly solicited degree. But it is 
not the only alma mater of the 
young lions of Spanish industry. 
Those who can afford it — and the 
number is surprising — seek their 
titles abroad, preferably in . the 
United States. The most respected 
d eg re es in the Spanish busmess 
world include those granted by the 
Han’ard School of Business Ad- 
ministration. tbe Massachusetts 
Institute of Technology, Columbia 
University. Stanford and Wharton. 
Degrees from (be London School 
of Economics are also highly 
prized. 

Post-Gtadnaie CoiBse 

The lESE course leading to tbe 
MBA, conducted in coordination 
«ith the Harvard school and in a 
similar fashion, is a post-graduate 
one, lasting two ye^ with little 
time off. Last year, an unusually 
bad one for Spanish business, each 
lESE graduate had an average of 
three job offers. Companies like 
Ford and Chase Manhattan Bank 
mine this source of executive po- 
tentiaL but the talent-seekers are 
not all U.S.-based compaines.

“A master’s helps you to tri- 
umph.'' it pointed out, “.An execu- 
tive can do his job without a de- 
gree from Harvard. Never^eless, 
nobody denies that the ’business 
schools’ give a special luster to 
their graduates, and in tbe majori- 
ty of cases, they are a springboard 
for promotion." 

Budding Spanish executives, 
whose families — or in some cases 
compaiues — can afford iu have 
discovered that it is often easier for 
a foreigner to pass the rigid enroll- 
ment requirements at a first-rate 
business school in the United 
States than it is for many Ameri- 
cans. The reason is the effort on 
the part of admissions Erectors in 
the big-name schools to ensure 
that each class has a certain per- 
centage of foreign students, in 
many schools up to 30 percent or 
40 percent 

While the management com- 
panies dealing on an iniemational 
plane reco^uze tbe value of an 
MBA from a good school, some 
Spanish company dh^ors ^th 
feW' dealings abroad — but with 
expectations of increising foreign 
operations once Spain enters the 
— seem to be hazy about 
what the degree represents. 

Speaking Eo^sh 

A graduate of a Spanish univer- 
sity business administration course 
commented: “I get the idea they 
think the main benefit of such 
studies is the ability to spe^ busi- 
ness Fngii^b fluently. They hire a 
junior executive whra all thev real- 
ly want is a bilingual secretaiy." 

At lESE, a working knoiriedge 
of English is a must for ^pUcants. 
This year, for the first time, the 
L(BA course at lESE is thvided 
into two sections. One gets all in- 
struction la English w^e the other 
is taught in ^anish. although it 
uses business uglish. 

Spam's lESE is highly rated. IX- 
I nero lists h among tiM world's top 
I 10. in a class with the Stanford 
Graduate School of Business, Har- 
vard. MIT, tbe London School of 
Economics and the European la- 
siiiute of Business Adniinistratioa 
(INSEAO) in Fontainebleau. 

Many of lESE's professors are 
also on the faculu of the Harvard 
school and lESEa teaching meth- 
ods are modeled on Harvard's. 
About 30 percent of its MBA 
course students are not Spanish, 
mostly Latin /\mcricans. The 
MBA course in Barcelona costs 
about 350.000 pesetas (about 
S4,000), or about 70 percent of the 
cost of the same degree at Har- 
vard. lESE also offers a doctoral 
program, refresher courses and 
seminars. 

Some Spaniards who already 
have their litxndtido in business 
administration are willing to put in 
another two years to get a master's 
at tbe better-known .American 
schools and lESE. which etr^ba- 
size practical work. 


Transplant From Iran 
Thrives on Spanish Soil

E ^TEPONA. Spain — Since October of last year, 90 Iranian 
students have shared a new building with the Colegio San 
Jose, a private Spanish school in Estepona on Spain's Costa del 
Sol. The 90 are part of a new school osUed Intemationai College 
Spain. 

“1 can't recall ever having heard of anything like it," said Ruth 
Bonner, the principal. “Starting from uothix^ we had a working 
school in just two months. It seems almost miraculous." Mrs. 
Bonner was formerly executive secretary oi the International Ba^ 
calaureate Offlee (1BO) in Genet*a and is helping to get tbe school 
on its feel. “I came down for a few dais to do an equation but 
saw such enormous challen^ and potential that I couldn’t s^ no 
when asked to stay oil" 

The idea for the Intemationai Coli^ Spain e m er g ed last year 
when the Tehran Iniemational School was eliminated by goven- 
ment decree. Iraiuao businessman Manucher Fathangi formed a 
board of trustees to assure educational continoi^ for students 
participating in the school's International BaccaUuneate program 
and for oihets seeking tcf>-quality education. During the summer 
of 1980, he scoured the Spai^ coast fora suitable site. 

"We chose Spain because of lenient visa requirements, the gov- 
ernment's cooperative attitude and Spain's similarities with Iran 
— factors like climate. U^Kigrapby and the people themselves, 
which would minimize cultural shock." be said. 

VUdBg Sites 

In three weeks, Mr. Faihangj viated ^>out 80 locations between 
Malaga and Estepona and ^ally found the new wing of Colegio 
San Jose. By early September. Iranian families and individual stu- 
dents were arriving. 

Estepona and the ooU^ have siime become a nucleus for about 
50 Iranian families. Most stiD have personal or economic ties with 
their own country and are not poUlMal lefugees in tbe strict sense. 
Thirty-five students on their own live at comfortable boarding 
facilities nearby and many plan to visit tfadr families in Iran when 
the school term ends in June. Others fear further clampdowns on 
exit visas and will remain in Spain during the summer. 

"The Tehran school was one of thebest in the [Intemationai 
Bac^aureate] system, and because of the exiraordlnaiy circum- 
stances. ICS was accredited much faster than nom^" Mrs. 
Bonner said. "Some students had already coi^leted half of the 
ratvyear program, and we wan^ them to finish. Many teadiers 
are tbe same and the new ones are hi^y aualified educators ..." 

With its nearly I00.(X)0 forri^ residents, the Costa del Sd al- 
ready had several "international" sdiools following British, West 
German. Swedish and French curricula their mixture of stu- 
dents, including many from Iran in recoit years. But the Interna- 
tional College Spain is known locally as ‘*tltt Iranian sdiool” 

"This is £e iirst misconception we are fighting," Mis. Bonner 
said. "Ours *is a truly mtemational school m offering the [Inieiua- 
tiona] Bao^aureate] diploma, reco^iized by 450 universities in 43 
countries os a top secondary d^ee. Harvard, Yale and Stanford, 
for example, accept it for entrance requirements — although not 
necessarily entrance — and adi^ced placement, and the IB is 
completely accepted in Britain. Except for additional lan guagg 
courses. aU instmetion is done in Fn glixH. " 

The Ifi is the whole basis of the imemational College Spain's 
program. All students in ^des one through 10 prq>are for the 
two-year examination and diploma program, r^ardless ctf 
whether they take the final exams. 

"ICS is not just a temporary solution Iranian students or a 
local school which competes with others in the area: we have very 
different goals and standard. The costs are also greater, though 
moderate when compared «dth European Intemaiional Schools 
generally.*' Tuition runs from S3.700 to S5.200 per year, fuU board 
for 10 ndonths costs S6.000. 

Mr. Farhangi said that be intended to establish a m^or top- 
quality school during the next few years and that tbe board of 
trustees had created a solid rmandal base to absorb initial losses 
and allow for expansion. Forty-thousand square meters of land 
near Estepona have been purchased, and building plans for a new 
school and boarding facilities have been approved. The first 
phase, accommodating S(X) students, is expected to be finished in 
two or three years. During the interim, tbe college will remain 
based at Colegio San Jose.

ESSEC is trying to ftfodnee ec- 
ecudves whose focus is interna- 
tional and who do not fear 
"The definition of our gradnat^" 
said Director (jeneim Julien 
Coudy, "is someone who qieaks 
fluent Englttii and possibly a third 
languagg^ and is ' tO 

malting his own decisions." 

These two themes nm through 
all of the ESSEC Group's pro- 
grams. Of the 250 courses offered 
in the three-year undergraduate 
program.

sherry, ”There isn't much scope for 
showu^ off in dress — or others 
wise.

There’s no limit on 
your spending mon^, but there's 
not much to qiend it on here ex- 
cept for a stereo for your room.”

In recent years, however, a few girls have been 
admitted as day students.

About 70 permt of 
Eton's graduates reedve university 
degrees, and this is considered ex- 
tremdy high considering the com- 
peiitioD for higher education in 
miain. Others may go directly to 
Sandhurst or back to their family 
estates or into busioess. 

One criticism of Eton and other 
public schools is that a relatively 
low percentage df graduates go 
into lodustiy.^ey seem to pre^ 
banking, finance and the bitiker- 
age houses of Londoo’s Financial 
Duirict. “The bms are not keen at 
all on industry,*^ young Kinsman 


said. “Career p^le tiy to point 
them in that dirrotion, but they 
seem to think that industry has a 
grungy image, not very appealing 
and rather provindal.” 

Eton’s tuitioo is high — about 
S7,000 a year, including room and 
board — and this tends to restrict 
the school to Ae well-to-do. How- 
ever, lawyo Byng said, “An Eton 
education is stul cheap by conmat- 
ison to many other things. Bd^ore 
the war, for instance, an Eton edu- 
cation cost about half the price of 
a Rolls Royce. Xoday a five-year 
education at Eton costs less than a 
third of a [top-of-tbe-line] Rolls.’.'

a new pro^um called the “Junior 
Scholars,” in which h.ilf q dozen 
deserviag youths who cannot af- 
ford the tuition are adnuited. And 
there are many partial scholaitii^ 
for boys whore parents cannot af- 
ford the full 

Housmasters like Mr. Meredith 
are tiying to encourage a wder 
spectrum of boys, including for- 
eigners. “I try to seek as broad a 
balance as prreiicable.” Mr. Mere- 
dith said. “Right now I am trying 
to see whether a Chinese boy from 
Hong Kong pan get into the house. 
I'd like to see a good mix of boys 
from all walks 01 life. Bui Pm not 
ruling out the sons of Old Etoni- 
ans. I guess about 30 percent of 
my boys have fathers who went to 
Eton.” 

Some Old Fiftnians, like Mr. 
Byng, thinic that the admissioa 
standards are too hi^. He aiwes 
lhat many boys blossom about 
halfway through school and lhat to 
rule them out at 11 or 12 because 
they have not passed the entrance 


test nught depmv the school, and 
the country, of those who mature 
once they* are in secondaiy school. 

Eton has traditionally produced 
action-oriemed graduates. Mr. 
Byng likes to re^ the old saw 
about the difTereace between 'Eton 
and its closest rivals. Harrow and- 
l^ehester. “At a cricket match, a 
Winchester boy see that a la^ 
needs a seat; the Eton boy wiU 
fetch the chair and the Harrow boy 
will sit it in.” 

Sports are an importam part of 
school life. There are vast playing 
fields and much competitirai in in- 
tramural activities. Cricket is a ma- 
jor summer sport as is rowing, and 
Etonians usu^y win places on the 
teams at Oxfoid and Cambridge. 
But, Mr. Meredith said, “tbm's 
plenty 10 do after class hours, even 
if you're not any gpod at 
drama, music, an.” 

The English boardiira school 
system has been critidzedby some 
observers on the grounds that the 
boys are forced to live apan from 
their parents from the age of about 
8 — when they go to “p^arato- 
ry” school. Tl^ the cntics hold 
produces men who are uneasy with 
their families and who relate only 
to other men — even to the extent 
of bong homosexual. Whether 
boarding schoob contribute to 
homosexuafity is the subject of 
some dispute. But Mr. Meredith 
said, “Frankly, I may be blind but 
1 see no oven homosexuality in 


this house, and I wouldn’t toleraie 
it if 1 did.” 

On the other tide of the aigu-* 

nwnt, it is said ttot the boarding 
school ^tem promotes independ- 
ence airo iutiaiive among young 
men and thus provides the training 
ground for deraloping leaders. 

In recent years, girls have been 
at^tted as day students at Eton, 
but these have generally been the 
children of teachers. There is talk 
of adnutting g^ls on a straight co^ 
<iii«nif>nai 'f>gsis in the future. Of 
ihU postibility, Mr. Meredith said*. 
“Introdudng ^rls into the school 
would be a very good thing. Bui 
we would need a whole houseful of 
girls so that they wouldn't be os- 
tracized in groups of two or three.” 

Whether Eton will b^me coe- 
ducational remains to be reen. 
Some boys as weU as Old Etonians 
would otyeci to ^Is on the 
grounds that they wotild take the 
boys' minds oif their studies. 

Still, as Mr. Meredith says, Eton 
will change, however slowly, with 
the times — w’hile continuing to 
produce the best education that 
the masters can provide. 

From Mr. Meredith’s point ol 
view, Eton has been making a 
proper adjustment 10 the world of 
the 1980s — without sacrificing the 
cbtaished ciaditioos of the past. “If 
you’d ask me to bc41 down tiie na- 
ture of the Eton experience in edu- 
cation in a single word.” he said, 
“I’d say, ‘Quality.’ '*

The Croup 

1 980 was a year of progress. The successful flotation of Charterhouse 
Petroleum and the acquisition of Keyser Ullmann Holdings 
underlined the investment and banking nature of the Group. Progress 
was achieved in both struaure and premts despite the fact that the 
year was a difficult one for business generally. The Croup was by no 
means immune from the effects of the deep and severe recession. 

Results 

Croup profit before taxation increased by 33%. which was a good 
result in view of the magnitude of the recessioa This improvement 
included tbe benefit of higher oil revenues, althou^ these carry a 
high taxation charge. The attributable profit after taxation of £1 1 725 ' 
mnlion also tiiowed an increase of 3 3%. The growth in earnings per 
share etnd the 26% increase in net asset value to 96 pence per snare 
evidenced the Group's progress. 

The Croup's results refiea the benefits of a wide range of investments 
within a ivefl balanced portfofia The policy of investing in small to 
medium-sized private companies proved to be sound with many of 
them showing resilience and growth despite the poor economic 
climate

Investments 

Development capital activity continued at a high level in the United 
Kingdom, Prance and North America. France, in particular, provided 
several attraalve opportunities for minority investments. 

A (isring for the issued share capital of Charterhouse Petroleum 
obtainm in August the Croup retaining 48-4%. The successful 
flotation provided that company with substantial resources so 
ending it to develop further as an independent British oil company. 
The flotation also gave recognition to the value of the Croup's 
investment in oil 

Charterhouse Fetroieum was successful in participating in four 
licences In the Seventh Round and should nave an attractive future 
However. Government measures to further increase tax on North Sea 
oil revenues pose a serious threat to the future development of 
independent British oil companies and, in particular, the exploitation 
of North Sea oil reserves. 

Clanvili Enthoven & Ca was sold during the year for£l 1-7 million. 

1 980 was a difficuitperiod for many insurance broking companies and 
by becoming part of a large international trading group its further 
development will be facilitated. This sale does not preclude further 
Croup investment in this sector. 

Manufaauring companies, particularly those in the export field, faced 
not only the ^ects of th& recession but also the problems of pricing 
products because of the strength of sterling The Charterhouse 
companies in this seaor were similarly affeaed and, as a result, the 
profitebility of the Croup's principal manufacturing companies was 
sharply r^uced in the second half of 1 980. Action taken to 
counteraa this situation involved major redundancy programmes and 
plant closures. However, many of the smaller companies withstood 
the difficulties extremely welL 

The service companies, which include Spring Grove Services, made 
gctel progress, although some are now experiencing the effects of the 
recession. 

Future prospects 

1 980 saw a strengthening of the Croup’s balance sheet with 
consideiabiy improved gearing down from 82% to 37%. This will 
enable the Croup to pursue an increasingly active investment policy. 

1981 will again be a year of challenge The severity and depth of the 
recession is still seriously affecting industry generally and will continue 
to do so for some time, 

This makes it very difficult to forecast results for the current year. 
However, greater benefits from the enlarged bank should begin to 
show through in 1 981 , although there wifi be transitional costs. As 
small to medium-sized companies, which are the Croup's prime 
concern, have the ability to adapt quickly, the Croup should be well 
placed to benefit from any upturn when it occurs.

N ew YORK — The New York 
subway. The greaiesi mass 
(mnsportaLioR mechanism ever 
created. More than 700 miles of 
traclr. Exactly 107.6^3 burned>out 
light bulbs — and those in the 
pedestrian waltways alone. 

There is an old ^ying about the 
New Yoric subway^ “.A million 
light bulbs in e\'e- 
ry station, and 
not 20 watts of 
light to help you 
see your assail- 
ant*' 

An exaggera- 
tion. of course. 

The New York 
subway breeds 
exaggeration. 

Just as it breeds 
newsstands. Hun-

Take away ro- 
mantic and all you've got is Mayor 
Ed K>>:h and arson and a pack of 
real estate thieves. 

The subway. Old Loon sitting 
across the aisle screaming for 40 
flutes ttitboui once stopping for 
air. A thousand derelicts snoring 
in subway stairwells from Coney 
island to Times Square. 

The subway is riding in a car 
with no lights and knowing all the 
violent felons in the car are afraid 
to poke a pistol in your ribs be- 
cause in the dark they can't be sure 
you’re not carrying a meat cleaver, 
e « # 

You can’t know the smell of the 
subway unless you've been down 
there. "Oh. 1 luow the smell of the 
subway," some peqjle say if they 
have been down once or twice. 
And they make a disgusted face. 

.All they know is the smell of the 
toilet sewage, and it is bad. Yes. 
bad. The worst is in the stairways 
because that is where the pipes 
empty. For some reason. To seep 
out sissies. I suppose. 

But at the bottom of the stair- 
way, ah! Great smells. Bakery 
sukUs. Flower smells. Shoeshine 
smells. Stale chewing-gum smells.

I 
shall have to walk to the office and 
be fired for being late once too of- 
ten." 

Just before you leave, the sub- 
way comes. You get on. It stops at 
the next station. A man comes 
ihrougK lau g hin g . “Ho. bo. fao. ho. 
ho! This one you'll really appreci- 
ate." be says. "This train is never 
going to move again." 

This keeps subway riders laugh- 
ing while they are b^g fired. Aft- 
erward (hey move to Texas and 
never get to ride the New York 
subway again. 


“Is it true that the New York 
subway is a good place to buy mar- 
ijuana?" out-of-towners ask. ^'es. 
There is usually marijuana sold 
right at the foot of the steps, but 
the subway is not a good place to 
smoke it. The subway has very 
stringent laws.

P RiS — Fourteen years ago, 
JacqueUne Chardoa-Lqeune 
was passing down a counuy'lane 
in Oers, in southwest France, 
when she came upon a scarecrow 
s tanding in a fi«d by the side of 
the road. *Tt was a scarecrow of 
such magniTicence.’’ she remem- 
bers, "that it made a deep im- 
pression on me. I realized then 
that there were hardly any left to- 
day." 

The gradual disappearance of 
the scarecrow, that "dumb, tum- 
bledown. hugger mugger anti- 
quated old hodmadod." as Wal- 
ter de la Mare called one in a 
children's story, seemed to Char- 
don-Lgeune to say something 
about the modem world. She de- 
cided there and then to do some- 
thing about 11 

Smurittg field and furrow for 
years, she and a troop of helpers 
harvested the material for a 
book, "Le Chemin des Epouvan- 
tafls" (The Way of the Scare- 
crows) and an exhibition that is 
at the Centre Cultuiel du Marais 
until June 21. 

Both the book and the exhibi- 
tion explore the subject through 
birds, m«i and birdxnen to dou- 
bles, shadows and fear, using & 
oombinination of real scarecrows 
and artwodc inspired by Chai- 
don-Lejeune's theme. 
Chardon-Lejeune. n4io runs a 


modem-art gallery in Paris near 
Les Hailes, was interested in a 
subject that could be used to jux- 
tapose modem an with a tradi- 
tion^ popular art form. But she 
also wanted to explore the ;^- 
cfaalogical ramifications of a 
tradidon that goes back to (he 
worship of (he Roman garden 
god Priapus and beyond. "The 
search for scarecrows became a 
vc^age in the unconsdous,” she 
sdd, surrounded by the looming 
shapes of the scarecrows at the 
exhibidon.

On another level, the battered 
hat. sag^g stuffing and droop- 
ing rags are a representation, 
however summary, of the fanner

Borrowing scarecrows fCH* an 
exhibition proved impossible at 
firsL When Chardon-Lgeune be- 
gan to look for them, a decade 
ago, uo farmers would obli^ 
"You don't lend your double to 
anyoae.** said Chardon-Lejeune,

Collecting informatioa in the 
field was equally difficult The 
fim attempts met with derision 
and mistrust.
